ANNUAL  REPORT,  1895. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  your  Council  my  Annual  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December T 
1895.  I  have  followed  the  Plan  adopted  in  my  previous  reports ,  dealing  first  with  Sanitary  Matters,  and. 
devoting  the  second  part  of  the  Report  to  Vital  Statistics,  Mortality  Tables,  and  the  Diseases  prevalent 
during  the  year,  and  their  incidence. 


SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of  the  Sanitary  Work  of  the  year,  it  w  ill  he  expedient  first 
to  consider  the  influences  affecting  the  Public  Health  ;  second,  the  causes,  supposed  or  real,  which  deter¬ 
mine  the  origin  and  distribution  of  disease  within  the  district;  third,  the  removal  or  mitigation  of  disease. 

First  then  with  regard  to  the  influences  affecting  Public  Health.  This  district  is  becoming  yearly 
more  and  more  frequented  by  strangers  and  visitors.  Many  who  are  robust  and  in  good  Health  come  for 
recreation  and  pleasure.  Many  more  are  however  invalids,  persons  who  are  either  ill  or  recently  con¬ 
valescent,  from  diseases  of  various  kinds.  Some  of  these  latter  are  not  alway  sufficiently  careful  to  be  free 
from  infection  before  coming  into  our  midst,  and  germs  of  disease,  particularly  of  infectious  disease,  are 
thus  introduced  into  the  district.  In  due  course  these  germs  give  rise  to  outbreaks  of  sickness,  the  origin 
of  wdiich  it  is  most  difficult  to  trace.  The  Climate  has  also  an  undoubted  influence  in  determining  the 
nature  and  amount  of  sickness.  Ours  is  a  moist  climate.  It  is  also  one  in  which  the  wind  travels  with 
considerable  velocity,  and  is  subject  to  frequent  variations.  The  atmosphere  is  therefore,  though  of  com¬ 
paratively  high  temperature,  often  rawT  and  piercing,  requiring  a  more  or  less  robust  frame  to  withstand 
it,  and  is  often  trying  to  the  Eheumatic,  the  Gouty,  and  those  subject  to  Bronchial  attacks.  The  sunshine 
is  also  below  the  average,  causing  a  tendency  to  blood  deterioration,  especially  in  the  young,  as  evidenced 
by  the  prevalence  of  diseases  of  an  anaemic  type. 

The  advantages  of  the  climate,  however,  are  numerous,  and  much  more  than  counter-balance  its 
disadvantages.  The  sea  breezes,  the  uplands,  or  at  any  rate  the  generally  elevated  character  of  the  land, 
the  moderate  temperature  and  the  free  circulation  of  the  air  which  takes  place,  not  too  much  impeded  or 
obstructed  by  timber,  make  it  a  typical  Sanatorium  for  many  classes  of  invalids,  as  wrell  as  attractive  to 
those  in  health.  It  is  therefore  considered  a  health  resort,  and  as  its  advantages  in  that  respect  are  becom¬ 
ing  more  and  more  known,  the  influx  of  visitors  is  yearly  increasing. 

Secondly  as  regards  the  causes,  origin  and  distribution  of  diseases  within  the  district.  A  compari¬ 
son  of  the  Tables  of  Mortality  of  various  years  will  show  that  apart  from  those  causes  mentioned  above, 
and  which  are  common  to  the  wdiole  district,  the  only  special  uneven  distribution  is  with  regard  to 
Cancer.  This  disease  appears  to  have  a  special  incidence  upon  the  St.  Columb  sub-district.  This  has 
been  the  case  for  some  time  now,  and  attention  was  called  to  it  several  years  ago.  I  regret  to  say  I  am 
still  unable  to  assign  a  satisfactory  reason  for  the  phenomenon. 

Thirdly  with  respect  to  the  removal  or  mitigation  of  disease.  The  attitude  which  the  Council 
still  adopts  with  regard  to  the  Notification  Act,  is  a  serious  hinderance.  Besides  that  Act,  an  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  a  disinfecting  apparatus  would  also  be  a  material  help.  I  am  not  without  hope  that  before 
long  the  Council  will  alter  its  mind  with  respect  to  these  matters. 

The  present  method  of  trusting  to  chance  for  the  Medical  Officer  to  become  aware  of  the  presence 
of  infectious  disease  is  a  grave  blemish  on  the  administration,  besides  being  a  serious  handicap  in  com¬ 
batting  disease,  and  is  not  in  accordance  with  modern  requirements.  Thef  dependance  which  is  placed 
upon  disinfectants  for  warding  off  disease  is  simply  a  delusion  and  a  snare,  and  only  induces  a  false 
security  which  is  frequently  followed  by  fatal  consequences.  It  cannot  be  too  deeply  impressed  upon  the 
community  that  a  disinfectant  is  but  a  poor  substitute  for  a  spade  or  a  shovel  to  remove  a  nuisance  with, 
and  is  practically  useless  as  compared  with  an  Isolation  Hospital,  or  a  Disinfecting  Apparatus  for  checking 
the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

The  District  has  been  subject  to  frequent  Inspections,  special  as  well  as  periodic,  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  visits  made  in  this  respect  were

Inspector  of  Nuisances  ...  240 
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Most  of  these  inspections  had  for  their  object  the  removal  of  Nuisances.  The  Water  Supply,  (collec¬ 
tion  and  distribution),  House  Accomodation,  Closets,  inquiry  and  advice  as  to  Infectious  Disorders,  School 
Closuie,  Distribution  of  Disinfectants,  &c.,  were  also  attended  to,  and  the  results  duly  reported  to  the 
Council. 

Many  of  the  visits  have,  however  had  no  practical  results  up  to  the  present.  The  chief  failure  being 
two  cases  in  Wadebridge.  First  with  regard  to  Mr.  Craig’s  premises  there.  Action  with  respect  to  over¬ 
crowding  in  Mr.  Craig’s  Workshop  was  pressed  for  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  and  Workshops  in  May 
last,  and  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Inspector  accordingly,  but  for  some  unknown  reason  the  matter 
Avas  allowed  to  drop.  I  made  several  visits  to  Wadebridge,  at  considerable  inconvenience  and  some 
expense  in  connection  with  this  matter.  It  turns  out  that  the  trouble  and  expense  were  simply  thrown 
away.  Next  with  respect  to  the  “  Queen’s  Head  ”  case,  so  frequently  reported  to  you.  This  matter  was 
tried  at  Petty  Sessions  in  June  last,  and  a  verdict  obtained  in  favour  of  the  District  Council.  There  was, 
however,  an  appeal  by  the  defendants  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench,  and  I  have  heard  nothing  of  the 
matter  since.  The  Nuisance  still  exists. 


The  work  overtaken  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  submitted  to  me  from  time  to  time,  usually 
about  once  a  week.  My  intervention  was  required  by  him  in  two  cases  of  overcrowding,  viz.,  at  Wade- 
bridge  and  St.  Enoder,  and  also  with  regard  to  Nuisances,  especially  those  frequently  recurring  ones  in  St. 
Columb,  Newlyn  and  Wadebridge,  due  to  inefficient  scavenging.  The  usefulness  of  the  Health  Officers 
in  this  respect  is  greatly  hampered  by  the  wTant  of  Bye-laws. 

The  only  Bye-laws  which  have  been  adopted  in  the  District,  are  those  dealing  with  Lodging  houses 
(there  are  no  lodging  houses  in  the  district),  and  those  dealing  with  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

In  three  instances  I  had  to  visit  premises  with  respect  to  the  disposal  of  carcases  of  animals  which 
had  died  from  Anthrax,  viz.  :  two  in  St.  Columb  Minor  parish,  and  one  in  St.  Breock  parish.  In  each 
instance  I  found  that  every  possible  step  had  been  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spreading  to  human 
beings.  A  special  report  was  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  relating  to  this  subject,  and  an  instruc¬ 
tion  received  in  return  from  the  Board.  This  was  the  only  action  taken  with  respect  to  any  article  of 
human  consumption,  except  Dairy  produce.  The  sale  of  milk  and  other  dairy  produce  was  prohibited 
for  a  period  at  Rialton.  The  same  steps  were  taken  in  three  cases  in  St.  Mawgan  and  one  in  Little 
Petherick. 

There  is  no  offensive  process  of  trade  carried  on  anywhere  in  the  District. 

The  action  taken  with  respect  to  the  Houses  of  the  Working  Classes  resulted  in  three  houses  being 
repaired  and  their  sanitary  condition  improved,  viz.  : 

At  Trevanson  ...  1 

„  Wadebridge  ...  1 

„  St.  Columb  ..  1 
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A  gradual  improvement  is  taking  place  in  houses  of  this  class,  several  new’  cottages  having  been 
built  during  the  year.  A  great  deal  still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  way  however,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
give  increased  attention  to  the  matter  during  the  coming  year. 

Overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with  in  three  instances,  viz.  : 

At  Mr.  Craig’s  Workshop,  Wadebridge  (still  existing) 

„  Crantock 
„  St.  Enoder 

The  remedy  for  this  evil  depends  so  greatly  on  suitable  accommodation  in  the  houses  of  the  work¬ 
ing  classes,  that  both  have  to  be  dealt  with  together.  It  is  impossible  to  turn  out  of  even  an  over-crowded 
house,  a  poor  man’s  family,  without  having  another  house  suitable  and  convenient  for  it  to  enter. 

Scavenging. — This  is  not  efficient.  At  St.  Columb  the  complaints  are  numerous,  the  Scavenger’s 
time  being  frequently  taken  up  with  extraneous  work,  such  as  taking  up  sewers  or  laying  down  drains. 
He  is  consequently  unable  to  perform  his  more  legitimate  work.  Pails  of  refuse  wrere  quite  recently 
emptied  into  the  middle  of  the  street,  because  the  Scavenger  had  not  time  to  remove  or  empty  them  in  the 
usual  way.  At  Wadebridge  also  the  scavenging  is  inefficient. 

Drainage. — Little  has  been  added  to  the  drainage  plans  of  the  district.  In  St.  Columb  there  have 
been  “  chokages  ”  necessitating  the  taking  up  of  the  streets,  and  removing  the  obstruction,  and  also  expos¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  the  levels  were  unsuitable,  and  that  sewer  pipes  of  large  calibre  were  made  to  discharge 
into  pipes  of  smaller  capacity.  Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  there  was  a  chokage  ?  In  Wadebridge  there 
was  also  an  exposure  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature.  After  a  nuisance  created  by  sewage  escaping  into  the 
main  street,  it  was  discovered  that  pipes  had  been  laid  down  for  a  certain  distance  from  each  end  of  the 
street,  but  an  interval  intervened  occupied  by  a  stone  drain.  This  stone  drain  permitted  the  sewage  to 
escape,  and  it  forced  its  way  to  the  surface  through  the  gratings. 

As  for  the  country  portions  of  the  District,  there  is  little  attempt  made  to  deal  adequately  with 
sewage.  It  is  simply  allowed  to  find  its  way  freely  and  by  the  shortest  cut  into  the  water  courses  of  the 
highway.  St.  Columb  Minor,  a  large  village  of  about  200  inhabitants  is  wholly  drained  in  this  way.  It 
represents  the  common  plan  of  drainage  for  the  rural  districts,  and  can  only  be  efficiently  dealt  with 
under  bye-laws. 

The  Nuisances  dealt  with  include  all  those  usually  present  in  a  rural  district,  and  relate  to  accu¬ 
mulations  of  refuse,  drains,  closets,  piggeries,  etc. 

Isolation  and  Disinfection. — No.  change  has  taken  place  from  what  has  been  reported  to  you  in 
previous  reports  in  these  important  aids  in  arresting  disease.  A  false  confidence  is  produced,  engendered 
by  certain  instructions  and  actions,  but  no  real  security  can  be  hoped  for  while  we  are  without  an  Isolation 
Hospital  and  a  disinfecting  apparatus. 

Water  Supply. — As  usual,  during  the  Summer  months,  many  places  have  experienced  a  difficulty 
with  regard  to  Water  Supply.  This  year  the  chief  sufferers  were  at 

Cubert,  where  a  satisfactory  supply  was  procured. 

Wadebridge,  where  a  well  was  condemned. 

Newlyn,  where  the  water  becoming  scarce  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  waste. 

St.  Ervan,  were  the  well  was  sunk  deeper. 

St.  Wenn,  where  the  owners  were  called  upon  to  provide  a  sufficient  supply. 

Little  Petherick,  were  the  wells  were  found  polluted. 

St.  Columb  has  this  year  experienced  the  benefit  of  its  newly  acquired  Water  Suppy,  which  has 
continued  ample  for  all  purposes  during  the  year.  The  water  is  of  a  good  quality,  but  becomes  turbid 
after  heavy  rains,  and  requires  filtering.  I  am  told  that  the  turbidity  is  due  to  the  fact  that  for  a  portion 
of  its  length  the  collecting  pipe  which  supplies  the  reservoir  at  Ruthvos  consists  of  common  field  drain 
pipes,  laid  in  a  bed  of  whitish  clay,  and  that  the  clay  gets  into  the  water  at  the  junctions.  This  might 
easily  be  remedied. 

With  regard  to  Wadebridge,  nothing  has  been  done  to  procure  an  efficient  supply  of  Water.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

The  number  of  children  born  during  the  year  was  337,  viz.  :  159  boys,  and  178  girls,  the  birth  rate 
is  therefore  27*05  per  1000  as  compared  with  26T12  last  year. 

I  regret  to  say  the  satisfactory  position  secured  in  the  two  previous  years  with  respect  to  Public 
Health  has  not  been  maintained  this  year.  The  number  of  deaths  having  increased  from  193  in  1894  to  219 
in  1895.  The  death  rate  has  in  consequence  increased  by  1*66  per  1000,  and  stands  now  at  17*97  per  1000, 
as  compared  with  16*308  per  1000  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  death  rate  is  easily  explained. 
In  the  first  place  there  were  9  deaths  from  injury  in  1895,  whereas  there  were  none  during  1894,  and  in 
the  next  place  37  more  deaths  occurred  at  the  two  extremes  of  life  in  1895  than  was  the  case  in  1894.  The 
excess  of  deaths  in  those  two  classes  is  accounted  for  by  the  phenomenal  cold  which  continued  for  many 
weeks  during  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  which  told  most  severely  upon  the  young  and  the  aged,  and 
will  account  in  great  measure  for  the  disparity  in  the  death  rates  between  the  two  years. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — Diseases  of  this  class  made  an  early  appearance  in  the  District,  and  continued 
with  more  or  less  intensity,  but  varying  as  to  type,  throughout  the  year.  As  a  legacy  from  the  previous 
year  we  had  at  once  to  begin  with  and  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  (No.  17  in  last  year’s  table).  The 
number  of  cases  is  unknown,  but  7  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease,  most  of  which  occurred  in  the  Padstow 
sub-district. 

Then  there  was  the  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic  (No.  10  in  last  year’s  table).  The  year  had  scarcely 
begun  when  there  was  a  recrudesence  of  the  disease,  and  occasional  cases  kept  cropping  up  until  the 
month  of  May  was  reached.  14  cases  occurred  in  this  way,  resulting  in  two  deaths  ;  five  cases  occurred 
later  in  the  year.  The  cause  of  two  unknown.  In  the  other  three  cases  the  infection  w  as  imported  from 
St.  Minver. 

Typhoid  made  its  appearance  at  four  different  times,  and  occassioned  one  death.  There  were  in  all 
six  cases.  The  first  occurred  in  a  licensed  and  registered  dairy  at  Rialton,  and  was  attributed  to  a  cess¬ 
pool  and  defective  drainage.  The  cesspool  was  abolished  and  the  defective  drains  remedied,  and  there 
were  no  new  cases.  The  second  occurring  in  Colan,  was  a  case  of  sporadic  nature,  and  here  also  the 
disease  did  not  spread.  In  September  three  cases  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  Little  Petherick,  and  were 
attributed  to  an  impure  water  supply.  Suspicion  was  also  cast  upon  the  milk.  The  distribution  of  the 
milk  was  stopped,  and  the  use  of  the  water  prohibited,  and  there  were  no  fresh  cases.  The  last  case, 
occcurring  in  St.  Columb  in  October,  died.  The  cause  of  the  disease  was  supposed  to  be  sewer  gas  which 
found  its  way  into  the  house.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  drains  of  this  house  were  at  the  time  in  a  highly 
dangerous  and  inefficient  state.  The  drains  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid  since.  There  were  no  new 
cases. 

The  Influenza  made  its  appearance  among  us  in  March,  and  rapidly  invading  every  parish  continued 
until  the  end  of  April.  It  was  very  severe  in  St.  Issey,  and  in  consequence  (the  school  mistress  having 
contracted  the  disease),  the  school  had  to  be  closed.  Through  ignorance  of  the  regulation  requiring  me 
to  give  notice  of  closure  of  schools  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  I  neglected  to  comply  with  that  order. 
There  were  three  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  diseases  following  influenza.  They  are  tabulated  under  the 
heading  of  Bronchial  and  Pneumonic  diseases. 

The  most  important  outbreak  of  Zymotic  disease  which  occurred  during  the  year  was  an  epidemic 
of  Measles,  which,  making  its  first  appearance  in  June  has  continued  up  to  the  present  time.  The 
epidemic  originated  (as  reported  to  you  at  the  time)  in  consequence  of  a  visitor  to  Mawgan  having  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  while  travelling  from  London.  There  were  children  in  the  same  railway  carriage 
actually  suffering  from  the  disease  at  the  time,  with  the  rash  well  developed.  In  the  course  of  a  fortnight 
there  were  several  mild  cases,  but  I  did  not  become  aware  of  the  presence  of  the  disease  until  after  it 
had  acquired  a  firm  hold.  Then  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  communication  between  the  sick  and  healthy, 
but  the  comparative  mildness  of  the  cases  occurring  at  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic,  made  the  parents 
and  guardians  of  children  lax  in  observing  precautions.  The  epidemic  spread  from  parish  to  parish,  and 
school  after  school  became  affected,  involving  closure  in  six  instances,  viz.  :  St.  Columb  (2),  St.  Eval,  St, 
Enoder,  Little  Petherick  and  St.  Wenn.  The  school  at  Mawgan  was  not  closed  by  the  Council’s  order,  as 
the  usual  summer  holidays  occurred  at  the  time,  but  that  did  not  appear  to  have  the  slightest  effect  in 
checking  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  actual  number  of  cases  is  unknown,  a  great  number  of  cases 
never  having  come  under  my  notice  at  all.  But  we  have  knowledge  of  at  least  440  cases.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  measles  is  6. 

Cancer  has  caused  15  deaths.  8  of  which  occurred  in  St.  Columb  Sub-district.  I  have  already  made 
reference  in  this  and  in  previous  reports  to  the  decided  incidence  of  this  disease  upon  the  St.  Columb  sub¬ 
district.  One  death  in  every  12  is  certainly  an  alarming  proportion. 


The  only  other  cause  of  death  which  calls  for  remark  are  those  attributed  to  “  Natural  causes.” 
This  is  the  common  pronouncement  of  the  Coroner’s  Jury  where  an  inquest  is  held,  and  it  is  singular  to 
note  at  what  different  ages,  and  the  variety  of  ways  in  which  death  may  occur  from  Natural  causes.  It 
will  scarcely  be  credited,  but  actually  in  a  case  of  drowning  “  Death  from  Natural  Causes  ”  was  the 
verdict. 


Vaccination. — No  alteration  has  taken  place  with  respect  to  Vaccination  during  the  past  year,  except 
that  the  number  who  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  law  is  increasing.  I  do  not  anticipate  any  improve¬ 
ment  until  after  the  Vaccination  Commission  has  issued  its  report. 


The  following  are  the  subjects  which  come  up  from  last  year  and  are  still  undisposed  of  : 

1  The  insanitary  condition  of  the  Queen’s  Head  Inn  at  Wadebridge. 

2  The  scavenging,  water  supply  and  drainage  of  Wadebridge. 

3  The  improper  use  of  the  water  courses  of  the  Public  Highways  as  common  sewers. 

4  Non  adoption  of  the  “  Voluntary  ”  Acts  designed  to  improve  the  Public  Health. 

5  No  Isolation  Hospital. 

6  No  Disinfecting  Apparatus. 

7  Want  of  a  general  code  of  Bye-laws.
